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St. Mark’s Church, Fargo 


St. Mark's Church, the host to the Fargo convention, is one of the 
pioneer congregations of the Synod. Work was begun there as early as 
1884 by Missionary W. F. Ulery who was sent by the home mission 
committee of the General Council. He continued his activities there until 
1887 when the congregation was organized with ten members and 
called the Rev. G. H. Gerberding of Jewett, Ohio, who became the first 
pastor and served until 1894 when he left to begin a long professorship 


in Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary. It was during his pastorate 


that the Synod was organized. Succeeding pastors have been the Rev. 
H. K. Gebhart, the Rev. John Zundel, the Rev. W. S. Ulrich, the Rev. 
W. F. Bacher, the Rev. N. J. G. Wickey, and the Rev. W. P. Gerberd- 
ing. Ihe present pastor, the Rev. F. W. Ihlenfeld, has served since 1939. 
He and his congregation planned most solicitously for the comfort and 
convenience of the convention delegates. Their work and care con- 


tributed much to the success of the Jubilee convention.

The Report of the President — 


“Who is she that looketh forth as the morning, fair as the moon, clear as the sun, 
and terrible as an army with banners?’’ Song of Solomon 6:10. 


With the latter part of this verse the preacher at the opening of the organization 
convention of this Synod concluded his sermon. It was a part of his prayer and 
his prophecy. The whole verse is a fitting characterization of the Synod at this Jubilee 
convention. The fifty years have seen the prayer of the first president answered and 
his prophecy fulfilled. 

What blessings, both in review and in current manifestations, this Jubilee year 
has brought! The whole Synod, down to almost every man, woman, and child in 
almost every congregation has been led to appreciate the manifold blessings of the 
Lord upon this English Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, and literally legions of 
them have given expression of their gratitude to Him and their loyalty to it. Truly 
this convention should be a great jubilee, holy unto the Lord, a fitting climax to a 
great year as well as to fifty years of divine favor. 

It is appropriate that the Jubilee convention should be held here in St. Mark's 
church at Fargo. This was the most western of the original congregations that formed 
the Synod. Its pastor was the first president. Its history is an epitome of the need of 
English Lutheranism in the Northwest and of the Northwest's response to it. | 

St. Mark’s church was a fruit of the far-seeing vision of the Rev. W. A. Passa- 
vant, who persuaded the home mission committee of the General Council to send one 
of its members, the Rev. W. F. Ulery to visit the missions already established in the 
Twin Cities and to investigate openings in Dakota Territory. In 1885 he opened 
services in a railroad station and early the next year bought the present site for a 
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church. In July the cornerstone was laid. Significant for the Synod are the names of 


the ministers present on that occasion: G. H. Trabert, founder of St. John’s, Min-— 


neapolis; A. J. D. Haupt, founder of Memorial, St. Paul; W. K. Frick, then profes- 
sor at Gustavus Adolphus college and soon to establish Redeemer, Milwaukee. At the 
dedication the Rev. R. F. Weidner, later to teach almost all of the pastors that entered 
the Synod during its first twenty-five years, preached a sermon. 

| At the time of the formation of the Synod, the Fargo pastor was G. H. Gerber- 
ding, who became the Synod’s first president, preached the prophetic sermon cited 
above, and also taught most of the Synod’s pastors, continuing in Northwestern Sem- 
inary down to the time of his retirement in 1926. 


Founded on such a tradition, St. Mark’s has been a bulwark of all the Synod has 


stood for. Its nine pastors have been leaders in the Synod’s missionary and organiza- 
tional life. In this place we are forcibly impressed with the ‘cloud of witnesses” that 
encompass us, for the spirit of St. Mark’ s is the spirit of the oyaod throughout its 
fifty years of history. 

The Synod thanks the congregation for its invitation to jubilate here and for all 
apts with which it has prepared to make our convention inspiring and expeditious 
in business. 


OFFICIAL ACTS : 


Pursuant to constitutional requirements, your president reports the following 
activities of his office since the close of the 1940 convention: | 
He has preached 82 sermons, made 37 addresses, and delivered 29 lectures to sem- 
inary and summer school classes. He has attended 26 meetings of church councils and 


3 congregational meetings, 7 conventions of auxiliary societies, 8 meetings of boards 


and committees of the Synod and 5 conventions of Conferences. 

He has conducted 6 surveys of home mission fields and participated in Jubilee 
offering canvasses in 7 congregations. He has baptized 4 children of pastors and offici- 
ated at 2 funerals involving ministers’ families and one other funeral. Through these 
activities, he has made contacts with 64 congregations of the Synod; besides his edi- 
torial work on the Synodical Bulletin and other publications, his official correspon- 
dence, his superintendency of home missions, his informal conferences at meetings of 
all kinds and those that have taken place in the Synod’s new office at Northwestern 
Seminary. 

In addition to these activities within the Synod, he has held 5 meetings with 
inter-synodical agencies, attended the biennial convention of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, represented the Church at annual conventions of the Ministerium 
of Pennsylvania and the Nebraska Synod and brought greetings to Central Lutheran 
church, Seattle, on the occasion of that congregation’s 50th anniversary. This congre- 
gation was founded at the instance of one of this Synod’s pioneer pastors. 

He is scheduled to meet with the presidents of the United Lutheran Church in 
America and its other constituent synods September 9-10. While that is too late for 
inclusion in this printed report, doubtless significant actions affecting the life of the 
Synod will grow out of that conference and will be reported orally to the convention. 

He would hereby express his deep appreciation to Northwestern Lutheran Sem- 
inary for the excellent quarters it has provided for his — and to the Synod for fur- 
nishing him with full time office help.

Sickness and Bereavement 


The Synod notes with sorrow the sudden death of a widow of one of its active 
pastors. Mrs. Paul Siebert of Reformation church, Milwaukee died on April 30, 1940, 
at her home after a brief illness. She had been faithful and active in her church up to 
the time she was stricken. The sympathy of the Synod goes to the bereaved children. 


The parsonage of the church at Lindstrom, Minnesota, was saddened by the sud- 


den illness and death of the 16-year-old Helen Rhoda, daughter of Pastor and Mrs. 
M. A. Haker. She died on July 21, 1941. 


The Rev. A. A. Zinck suffered a severe illness that kept him from his parish work 


for several months during the winter of 1940-41. A gracious Father has spared him 
and he is now doing his work with his usual vigor. 


The Rev. Edwin F. Marker has been afflicted to such an extent that he has felt 


impelled to relinquish his pastoral work in October in the hope of restoration later to 
ability to resume an active ministry. 


Special Appointments 
‘Your president appointed the Rev. Joseph R. Shuster of St. John’s, Piel 


vania, to represent the Synod at the inauguration of the Rev. A. R. Wentz, D.D., as 
president of Gettysburg College on August 25, 1940. 


At the request of the publishing house, your president appointed the whole 


Stewardship committee as a committee on circulation promotion of “The Lutheran” 
in August, 1940. A year later he appointed a new committee for this work: the Rev. 
A. G. Streich, chairman, the Rev. G. F. Genszler and the Rev. A. H. G. Gjevre. 


The Pending Resolution on the Recall 
At the 1940 convention of the Synod, the president reported that a congregation 


had amended its constitution to authorize the recall of a pastor in accordance with the 
statement on ‘“The Call to the Ministry’’ adopted by the United Lutheran Church in 
America (see U.L.C.A. Minutes, 1938, pp. 65-73, 103, 105, 106) and reported 
to the 1939 convention of the Synod (see p. 63, 1939 minutes, N. W. Synod). 


The form of the congregation’s amendment is as follows: 


‘The right of the congregation which calls a pastor to exercise the right 
of recall, or the terminating of the contractual relationship, when congregational 
and synodical welfare make it appear desirable or necessary even though specifi- 
cally disciplinary charges are not involved, shall be exercised only after consul- 
tation with the President of the Synod and after the same prayerful considera- 
tion as at the issuance of the original call. Such recall or termination of the 
contractual relationship shall become effective by a two- thirds majority of all the 
votes cast at a duly called congregational meeting.’ 


The Committee on President’s Report at the 1940 convention let the Synod 


brought in a recommendation to approve such an article in an amended form (see par. 
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-3, p. 56, 1940 Minutes) . The Synod referred the recommendation to the conferences 


for discussion, “‘to be taken up for consideration at the 1941 Convention of the 
Synod.’’ All three conferences considered it and the papers that were prepared on the 
subject have been abridged and distributed to all pastors and the lay delegates whose | 
credentials were in hand. The item has been made a special order for this convention. 

_ The practical result of the Synod’s action subsequent to last year’s deferment of 
a decision on the Recall was that a congregation which had amended its constitution 
to permit such a Recall and had then exercised it, was notified by your president that 
he could not recognize the vacancy. The effect was that for several weeks the congre- 


- gation was without pastoral service. Subsequently, however, it made adjustment with 
its pastor satisfactory to him on the basis of a resignation he had presented prior to 
_ the congregation’s recall, whereupon your president cooperated with the nareqenes 


“THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


The Synod: reolution: instructs ‘the president to. ‘report once in every three 


is years on the state of the church as revealed by the use of the detailed blanks prepared — 


by the statistical committee of the U.L.C.A. This committee has prepared a new 
form of questionnaire, called ‘“The Report on the Manifested Life of the Congrega- e 
tions.”’ It was distributed to all pastors in February, with the request that it be 


- returned to the Synod’s statistician, Mr. C. A. Gottschalk no later than June 15. At 


that time he sent your president all he had received, and by August 24 eighty-six had 
reached the president's office. From these 86 your president has tabulated data on items 
that are not ascertainable from other reports and that seem to him fair indices of the 
life and trends of the congregations. | 


Congregational Life | 


All but 18 congregations report the attendance at services as increasing, and only 


- one as decreasing. Although 21 congregations report inability to learn the proportion 


of those observing family worship the average in 59 other congregations is 30 per 


cent. When all the homes of the Synod are praying homes there will be no limit to its 


power. 
The percentage of male members in 77 congregations is reported as an average 


of 45. Eleven report exactly half, and six as more than 50 per cent. 

Sixty-five congregations report accessions from other Lutheran churches totaling 
1,035. Losses to other Lutheran churches in the same congregations totaled 377, which 
would signify that the accessions to the Synod from other Lutheran bodies is not very 
large, only 658. From Roman Catholic churches the same 65 congregations received 
143 members, and lost to them 28, making net gain from Kamae sources 115 


members. 


The tendency to limit church councilmen’s terms of office so as to bring about a 
wider distribution of responsibility is gaining. Fifty-one congregations now report 
such limitation. The same number report specific study periods at church council 


meetings. The laymen of the church are taking greater interest in its administrative 


affairs, which is a sign of health. 
Seventy-one of the congregations report local women’s ; missionary societies and 


74 report Luther leagues. Sixty-four report ladies’ aid societies. Seventy-five say that 
all the auxiliary organizations report to the Church Councils. But only 21 report any 
kind of coordinating program between the auxiliaries, such as a church cabinet or 
round table. There is grave danger of the auxiliaries assuming such a place in the life 
of congregations as to obscure the primary task of the Church, which is the saving of 
souls. Some kind of correlating agency is essential to keep them all in proper relation- 
ship to the Church’s God-given responsibility. | 


Education 


Catechetical instruction rightly holds the primary place in the educational pro- 
gram of the Church. Eighty congregations report an average number of 95 hours of 


such instruction before confirmation. Forty-one report units of the “‘Children of the 
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Church” organization. All but 31 say the Sunday school attendance is increasing, and 
the rest say it is stationary. There are 22 weekday religious schools with average 
instruction of 321 hours a year; and 52 churches report daily vacation Bible schools. 
Fifty-six congregations report a total of 783 subscribers to The Lutheran while 1] 
pastors do not venture to estimate the number. 


Efficiency 


In the matter of the preservation of church records, 26 churches have alii 9 use 
bank vaults, 30 keep them in homes and four in churches. Six say there is no provi- 
sion whatever for safekeeping of records.

These reports, in spite of their incomplete coverage of the Synod and of the 
obvious estimates of some who made them out, are fair indices of trends within the 
Synod, and on the whole they show progress in the right direction. 

Judged by other evidences, such as were mentioned in the report for the previous 
convention, and especially as reported by those who have visited most of the congrega- 
tions during the Jubilee year and seen many members in their homes, the Synod has a 
new comprehension of its nature and task, and we may look forward wih optimism 
to a continually improving state of manifested life. : 

The delegates to this convention, both ministerial and lay, have an opportunity 
now that has not previously been afforded them. They return to their churches full 
of the inspiration and stimulating ideas gleaned from a joyous convention of the 
Synod at a time when all the activities of the congregations are getting into full swing. 
May we not confidently look for the best fall and winter season, and the ensuing Lent, 
of any in the life of the Synod? The Lord did not despise earthly means and methods 
while He was in the world. We have tried to have and to use His Spirit in making 
this report and planning this convention. May He bless all our efforts to His own 
glory and our good! :

These activities are covered in the report of the president 
of the Synod acting as superintendent of home missions. 

2. The General Jubilee Committee met with the Executive Committee at its 
meeting on June 11th and adopted a program for this jubilee convention of the Synod. 

3. At its meeting of June 11, 1941, the Executive Committee authorized th:

Third, the present synodical missionary was not called to serve one conference 
but the whole Synod.

Report of the Home Mission Superintendent 


Marks of Progress: The progress in the home mission enterprise in the North- 
west Synod through 1940 was in many respects the best since before the depression. 
‘The growth in the mission congregations has been more general than for many years. — 
There have been substantial debt reductions. In several instances much needed improve- 
ments in church properties have been made. From the standpoint of financial admin- 
istration, most of the missions have assumed more of their own support and many 
have adopted definite schedules setting an early definite time for going completely ‘‘on 
their own.’ Two congregations that have been self-supporting as to salary aid have 
repaid church extension loans in large sums, namely, St. Matthew's, Wauwatosa, 
$8,800, and St. James’, Marinette, Wisconsin, $4,825.75. Several others are paying 
regularly in liberal annual amounts and all but a very few have reinstated their loans 
by assuming definite obligations under one of the approved classifications of the Board 
of American Missions. 

_ Administrative personnel: Relationships between the Synodical board and the 
Board of American Missions have been excellent due largely to the sympathetic and 
helpful attitude of the Rev. A. M. Knudsen, D.D., divisional secretary for English 
home missions and Mr. Elwood L. Bowman, special representative in church extension 
matters. Back of these two and also cordial in his attitude toward the work of the 
Northwest Synod is the Rev. Z. M. Corbe, D.D., executive secretary. 

Changes in synodical board: Through the conference elections to the executive 
committee of the Synod in 1940 the Rev. E. J. Wackernagel and the Rev. Wm. Nieb- 
ling replaced Pastors Bartsch and Meck on the edccmeanan home mission board effective 
August 1, 1940. 


Changes in the Missions

Whitnall Park church, Hales Corners, Wisconsin, was organized with 369 con- 
firmed members in 1940 and called the Rev. C. W. Hornburg, Lutheran pastor 
ordained in the Missouri Synod, recently pastor of the Hales Corners Evangelical 
(Synod) church, as pastor. Bethlehem church of Durham, Wisconsin, associated with 
Whitnall Park in one parish, also applies for membership. 


Surveys 


At the request of the Synodical Board the Board of American Missions conducted : 


surveys of several prospective fields and reported as follows: 
New Prague, Minnesota: -No field 


Rochester, Minnesota: Findings do not warrant Board action, but continued 


observation by Synod recommended. 
Robbinsdale, Minnesota: Resurvey by synodical agency recommended. 
Fargo, N. D.: Recanvass by synodical agency recommended. 


Hales Corners, Wisconsin: Survey resulted in approval of the application of the 
newly organized Whitnall Park church for Home Mission aid to help the congregation 
build a church. This aid was granted in lieu of a church extension loan, to avoid tech- 
nical difficulties in the Board’s rules for procedure. The congregation has secured a 
beautiful site, and has raised a considerable sum toward a building. The Board's aid 
releases an equivalent sum from the congregation’s income and they apply it to financ- 
ing a building project. | | 


Central Conference Request 


At the 1940 convention of the Synod a petition from the Central conference ‘‘that 
a synodical missionary be immediately called to work’’ on its territory was referred to 
the synodical home mission board ‘‘for favorable consideration.’’ ‘The board con- 
sidered it at the September and December meetings, especially in the light of the sur- 
vey findings. A mounting deficit in the Synod’s home mission funds made it imprac- 
ticable to issue a call for a permanent synodical home missionary. In view of the 
recommendations of the general board’s survey division, however, it seemed that the 
most urgent of the fields should be entered immediately. 

Fargo, N. D., showed promise of a good response. The field surveyed is that in 
which St. Mark's church has conducted a branch Sunday school for many years. The 
synodical board and the Board of American Missions therefore transferred the Rev. 
Charles P. Smith to this field beginning December 1, 1940, for recanvass with a view 
to gathering and organizing a new congregation. | | 


Women's Missionary Societies 


‘The Wisconsin conference W.M.S. has continued contributions to the Synod for © 


work in Wisconsin. Its special gift of $100 was used for altar furnishings, sacred 
vessels and a parish register in the new mission at Green Bay, Wisconsin. 
| The Central conference society donated the carpeting in the new church at Mound, 


Minnesota, and held a service of presentation there April 15. 


Comments on the Statistics: The accompanying tabulation of the status and 
progress of the Home Missions on the territory of the Northwest Synod is largely self- 
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explanatory. With the exception of ‘‘Sunday School Gain,’’ every column shows prog- 
ress. The losses in Sunday school enrollment are disappointing. The only consolation 
is that enrollment in many public grade and Junior high schools is also declining. ‘It 
may be that there really are fewer children to be found than in the past. 


Property and Debt Changes 


Several congregations which show no reduction in property debt in 1940 have 


actually contributed much toward their property by way of building or other im- 
provements: ° 


Nativity, Milwaukee, finished the interior of its auditorigm. adding $5, 375 to 
valuation and only $2,125 to debt. — 


Wooddale, Minneapolis, completed the basement and otherwise enlarged its build- 
ing, thereby adding $6,600 to valuation and only $4,700 to debt. 


— §t. John’s, Mound, increased its valuation $600 and its debt $150. 


Likewise, St. Peter’s, Milwaukee, and Ascension, St. Paul, added to their equip- 
ment. 


St. John’s, Great Falls, shows an increase in debt due to the locating of $1,000 


worth of church bonds that were considered lost when the congregation refinanced 


two years ago. 
_ Trinity, Eckman, N. D., and St. John’ s, Phillips, Wisconein, completely cleared 
off the debt on their properties. 


Trinity, Glenburn, raised $1,400 toward its indebtedness, which since the first 
of the year 1941 has been refinanced, leaving a balance due of only $300.00. 


Lake of the Isles, Minneapolis, is now in possession of the Synod with title clear 


and is being held in trust for the congregation. The complete actual cost in cash of 
this property that cost another denomination over $170,000 to build was $22,424.45, 
of which the congregation paid $953.77, the Synod $470.68, and the balance was 
financed by a first mortgage loan of a 000 and a church extension loan of $4,000. 


Addenda to Home Mission Report 


The above report was prepared on the basis of a normal year, prior to May I, 
1941. Developments have been many between that time and the deferred date of the 
Synod’'s convention. The following items should be added to bring the report up to date. 

St. John’s, Beaver Dam. The Rev. T. S. Rees, pastor, has been requisitioned by 
the Seminary board to assist in the jubilee offering. During his absence the congrega- 
tion has been supplied by Seminary graduate Karl Brockhaus. 


Trinity, Kenosha, has undertaken the erection of a beautiful stone church to pro- 


vide adequate facilities for its increased attendance and other activities. The congre- 
gation has raised $15,000 toward a $40,000 project. 

St. John’s, Killdeer, has purchased a parsonage and raised ‘$1, 000 to finance the 
deal and modernize the house. | 

Epiphany, Minneapolis, made vacant ine the resignation of the Rev. E. J. Johnson 
to become a chaplain in the army effective June 4, 1941, has called Seminarian Erling 
Rabe subject to his graduation and ordination in May, 1942. Mr. Rabe is supplying 
the congregation in the meantime. 

Bethlehem, Portage, became vacant on August 18 by reason of the resignation of 
Missionary R. W. Roth who accepted a call to Good Shepherd church, Chicago, Wart- 
burg synod. 

Whitnall Park, Hales Corners, is erecting a beautiful stone church at the entrance 
to Whitnall Park. The cornerstone was laid on August 10. 


Resurrection, Green Bay, called the Rev. J. Woodrow Jacobson who took charge: 


July 1. 
Faith, Swanburg, laid the cornerstone of a new church building on June 29, 1941.

Relieved of the work at Green Bay by the congregation’ s call to a pastor, synodi- 
cal missionary D. H. Shelhart investigated several fields in Wisconsin and one at 
Rochester, Minnesota, in May and June. He recommended as the most unchurched field 
the city of South Beloit, Illinois, and since August 1 has been busy re-canvassing it 
and arranging for the conduct of services. This undertaking has the consent of the 
President of the Illinois Synod because of its proximity to the Wisconsin state line and 
our Atonement church at Beloit.

_A full delegation of nine pastors and nine laymen represented the Northwest Synod 
at the Omaha convention of the Church last October. It was comprised as elected at 
the Fond du Lac convention of the Synod with the exception of the Rev. B. J. Stecker 
whose place was taken by the Rev. S. H. Roth, and Mr. H. G. Olsen whose place was 
taken by Mr. N. R. Lee. | 


Your delegates took active part in the convention, several serving on committees 
and others taking part in discussions on the floor. Our President, P. H. Roth made one 
of the outstanding addresses of the convention as the principal speaker at the Lutheran 
Laymen’s banquet. He also addressed the convention in favor of adopting the Pitts- 
burgh agreement. Pastor Broesicke made constructive suggestions during the debate on 

the pensions plan and Dr. Dressler was influential in the passage of the Church's con- 
demnation of novenas. Mr. Gottschalk spoke on the subject of the financial system of 
the Church. | 


The Rev. W. P. Gerberding was elected as a member of the board of foreign 
missions and Dr. Meck was re-elected to the board of education. Other board members 
from this Synod are Treasurer J. K. Jensen on the executive board, Dr. A. A. Zinck 
on the board of American missions, and Mr. J. W. Jouno on the board of social mis- 
sions. The following also have been appointed on official standing committees of the 
Church: The Rev. J. F. Fedders on Army and Navy work; the Rev. C. B. Lund on 
church music; the Rev. A. A. Zinck, Commissioner to the National Lutheran Council; 
Dr. P. H. Roth and Mr. J. K. Jensen on relations to American Lutheran church bodies. 


On the whole, the delegation of the Synod of the Northwest felt that they and the 
synod they represented had the respect of the rest of the Church. ; | 


The important actions of the convention have been given adequate publicity. 
They may be listed as the reception of the Icelandic Synod into membership; the adop- 
tion of a plan of contributory pensions; the recognition of the rights of conscientious 
objecters to war; the adoption of an agreement with the American Lutheran Church 
looking toward pulpit and altar fellowship and ultimate union; and a pledge of sup- 
port to the relief of world problems brought on by the present war. 


The impressions made upon your delegation go far beyond the definite actions 
taken. The consecrated churchmanship of President Knubel was cause for gratitude and 
commendable pride in the Church's leadership. This was true also of Secretary Greever 
who in his comments on procedure showed his clarity of understanding and deeply 
spiritual motivation. The importance of Christian education emphasized by the 
visit to Midland College; the greatness of the mission work of the Church through the 
demonstrations and reports of foreign, American, and social boards; the full attend- 
ance of delegates, only six being absent out of a possible 549; the 100% attendance 
of the delegates from 25 synods at all of the sessions; the volume and beauty of the 
singing as well as the deeply spiritual influence of the chaplain’s meditations and 
prayers; all of these contributed to a feeling of deep responsibility and joy in the 
hearts of your delegates at being privileged to have part in such an enterprise. 


_ The two memorials from the Synod received respectful attention. The one con- 
cerning the Children of the Church (see page 56, 1940 Minutes) was rendered obso- 
lete by the announced withdrawal af the W.M.S. from that field and the assignment of 
responsibility to the Parish and church school board. The one on retirement rules of 

dl the foreign mission board (see P. 50, 1940 Minutes) was referred to that board for 
action. Developments 1 in Japan since the Synod adopted the memorial have proven that 
its intent is now impossible of fulfillment. 

There were several decisions that affected the life of this Sinead and of its congre- 
gations. Many of them are reported vs officers and committees to ‘Ome convention. 
_ Others are these: 
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Congregations are encouraged to grant pastors volunteering for chaplain service 
in the nation’s armed forces leaves of absence for that purpose.

The Rev. alg G. Koch 


The Rev. Hugo G. Koch was born August 4, 1883 at Lewiston, Minnesota. He 
entered into life eternal August 13, 1940. In 1903 he was graduated from North- 
western College at Watertown, Wisconsin, and from the Lutheran Seminary in 1906. 
September 20th of the same year he was united in holy wedlock with Agnes Lachman. 
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Congregations served by him during his active ministry are located at Crivits. 
Franksville, Doylestown and Cedarburg, Wisconsin. Due to a stroke in the pulpit on 
a Sunday morning in October, 1938, from which he never fully tecovered, Mr. Koch 
resigned his pastorate at Cedarburg, after having served it for more than ten years. 
With his devoted wife he then moved to Milwaukee. 

In his own quiet way Pastor Koch carried on the work of the Master, instructing, 
baptizing and confirming, ever busy leading individual souls to Christ. 

The funeral services were held from the Church of the Reformation August 1 6th. 
Dr. R. H. Gerberding, president of the Synod of the Northwest, the Rev. William 
_ Niebling, president of Conference, and the Rev. A. G. Streich, a close friend of the 
departed, brought words of comfort to the bereaved. The latter also read the committal 
service in Arlington Cemetery, Milwaukee.

Report of the Special Committee on the Jubilee 


‘The work of this committee has been manifested to all who are interested through 
the public nature of its accomplishments. It has followed the instructions given by the 
Synod at the 1939 convention conscientiously. 

Five thousand copies of an illustrated history of the Synod were published and 
sold at a cost of 25c each. 

Jubilee Sunday was observed in most of the congregations of the Synod on Sep- 
tember 22, 1940. For this, the committee distributed sungentivs outlines of sermons 
for the local pastors. 

The jubilee motion picture in color and sound was prepared and shown in all of 
the churches but two between January and May, 1941. The cost of its production was 
met out of proceeds of the sale of the devotional booklet and the cost of its showings 
was almost wholly met by the voluntary offerings made at the time. 

Jubilee offering. The committee coordinated its activities with the boos of direc- 
tors of Northwestern seminary to whom was committed the task of taking a jubilee 
offering in all the churches for the use of the seminary. Its director, Mr. J. K. Jensen, 
was active in all meetings of this committee. 

Jubilee convention. The committee helped to formulate the program for this 
convention and authorized the publication and distribution of a souvenir program 
for it. 

' Sunday school cooperation. «Chairman J. F. Fedders of the Parish and church 
school committee has coordinated some of the activities of that committee with the 
jubilee committee notably in the preparation of materials for use in the schools to pro- 
mote the interest of children in the Synod’s jubilee. The committee appreciates this 
cooperation. 

These meagre headings of the Synod’s activities oo mean little were it not for 
the whole-hearted cooperation of thousands of individuals within the Synod to bring 
about a worthy celebration of the fifty years of the Synod’s history.

Dr. W. P. Christy presented the 
Report of Northwestern Theological Seminary 


Northwestern Seminary conducted its twentieth academic year in the new prop- 
erty at 100 E. 22nd St., Minneapolis. Few changes were required to convert this sub- 
stantial residence into an ideal home for our institution. A building of great beauty 
has been acquired for much less than the cost of a new building of cheap construction. 
The chapel in particular is an architectural gem. The seminary’s friends throughout 
the Church are always welcome as visitors. 

But developments of the past twelve months in our seminary are more trans- 
forming than are apparent to those who merely compare its present habitation with the 
former one. The adjustments that this move has made necessary are both numerous 
and progressive. Inspired by the new environment the whole seminary has acquired 
a new dignity. New phases of administration, coordination of departments, advanced 
requirements for students, and a place of ecclesiastical distinction have been attained 
that merit approval. Nine students were graduated and two graduates received the 
degree of Master of Sacred Theology. 

A synod-wide women’s auxiliary with more than two hundred members has 
been organized within the year. The Rev. Paul C. Huffman was inducted as professor 
of Old Testament Theology at the eerte of the school year. The office of Dean 
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of Student Affairs has been created with Prof. Jonas Dressler as the incumbent. The 
school year was lengthened from thirty to thirty-three weeks of three quarters instead 
of six short terms. The Jubilee Offering and the thousands of new and warm friends 
that it has developed is further evidence that our seminary is advancing. The greatest 
need is an increase in the number of students, candidates for the ministry capable of 
getting what the seminary has to offer, and who upon graduation will become ministers 
qualified to serve the Church as increasing responsibilities are laid upon her in the 
years before us. 


On this fiftieth anniversary of the Synod it is a very great privilege to record that 
our seminary is not only well equipped physically, that it has an excellent faculty, 


that the Church has supported it liberally, but that all these good gifts are evidence 


that God has heard and answered the prayers of His people within this Synod, and 
that He has raised up this institution and blessed it that there may be no hindrance to 
the church’s increase, and that the great open door of his Lutheran Northwest may be 
entered by successive multitudes in the footsteps of the sainted fathers of the Synod.

1. The Jubilee 


Your committee on the President’s Report notes with appreciation the extended 
efforts which have been made during the year in the recognition of the Golden Jubilee 
of our Synod and commends our president; the Rev. R. H. Gerberding, D.D., the 
Jubilee Committee, and all those engaged in the observance of this significant celebra- 
tion. We rejoice in the efforts of our president to maintain the missionary spirit which 
has characterized our Synod these many years. In this, our Jubilee year, we note with 


thanksgiving the reception of six congregations whose membership of 646 confirmed — 


souls exceeds the original membership at the time of Synod’s organization. 

We are sincerely grateful for what God has done for us. The faith of the fathers 
of our Lutheran Zion has been regarded as a priceless heritage to be preserved at all 
costs. As a result of this year’s Jubilee our people have been challenged to a greater 
loyalty and love to our Synod. They have met that challenge with liberal gifts to our 
Seminary, to an ever increasing stewardship of time and possessions. The cause of 
Christ at home and abroad has been strengthened. Again we give God the praise. 

With a deep sense of humility but with a new vision of the fields white unto the 
harvest, may we press on to the high calling of God which is in Christ Jesus, our Lord. 


2. State of the Church 


In the record of official acts we observe the varied activities of our president, not 
only in our Synod, but in official visits to our sister Synods. He is able to do this 
because his time has been conserved and much detail has been cared for by the office 
secretary.

Your committee, in co-operation with the student and and candidate secretary of 
the W. M. S., has set up a student census which is a growing success. Through this 
joint endeavor, names are cleared and relayed to student pastors. The only thing to be 
desired is greater co-operation on the part of pastors. 

During the past year Dr. Mary Markley visited all campuses where our church is 
represented, counselling with pastors and holding conferences with student leaders and 
college officials. 

The annual Ashram of the L. S. A. A., national camp for Lutheran students, was 
held at Lake Geneva during August of this year. Attendance reached a new high of 
over four hundred, representing all branches of Lutheranism in America. Dr. P. H. 
Roth was one of the principal speakers. It is our belief that the L. S. A. A. will con- 
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tinue to grow in importance and in value to the Church and that our pastors will do 
well to take part in its programs. | 

Lutheran foundations are contemplated and partly in progress at the Universities 
of Wisconsin and Minnesota and will receive the support of the American Lutheran 
- Conference and the United Lutheran Church in America. Pastor Lloyd Jacobson is 
the newly called student pastor at Madison, having. succeeded Pastor Blenker. The Rev. 
Carl Lund-Quist has been called as student pastor at the University of Minnesota. 

In view of the common practice in other Synods, your committee offers the fol- 
lowing recommendation for consideration:

The noteworthy activity of the Committee on Foreign Missions has been the 
arranging of itineraries for missionaries who have addressed the majority of the con- 
gregations of our Synod. The Rev. S. C. Burger, D.D., of India, spoke in the follow- 
ing places: Atonement and Holy Communion, Racine; Beloit, Waukesha, Neenah, | 
Oshkosh, Appleton, Green Bay, Fond du Lac, Horicon, Wisconsin Dells, LaCrosse and 
St. Peter’s, Milwaukee; Winona, Albert Lea, Red Wing, Cannon Falls, Goodhue, Zum- 
brota, Lakeville and Ascension, St. Paul; Salem, Redeemer, Holy Communion, St. 
Mark's, Richfield, Mt. Carmel, Epiphany and Northwestern Seminary, Minneapolis; 
and St. Mark's, Fargo. 

The Rev. R. M. Dunkelberger, D.D., of India, spoke in Holy Trinity, St. John’s, 
and Northwestern Seminary, Minneapolis; and Holy Trinity, St. Paul. The Rev. C. K. 
Lippard, D.D., of Japan, addressed congregations in the following places: Neenah, 
Appleton, Bay Shore, St. Peter's and Pentecost, Milwaukee; Wauwatosa, Hartford, 
Oshkosh, Beaver Dam, West Allis, Sheboygan, West Bend, Elkhorn and Atonement 
and Holy Communion, Racine. Mrs. C. K. Lippard spoke in Holy Communion and 
Gethsemane, Racine; Resurrection, Redeemer, Reformation, Lake Park and the Mother-

The Committee added its emphasis to the Epiphany appeal for Foreign missions 
of the general board with the result that the majority of our Sunday schools gathered 
offerings to be used in preparation for the centenary celebration in India during 1942. 

The Committee has urged and continues to urge all churches to receive offerings 
for Luthran World Action in behalf of Lutheran missions financially orphaned by the 
European conflict. | | 

Congregational women’s missionary societies throughout the Church are zealously 
at work to do their part in raising one-half of the $100,000 Centenary Fund. A > 
pamphlet is available on ‘‘Plans of Celebrations and Appeal for our Foreign Missions 
Centenary’’ which contains suggestions on literature, speakers and financial objectives 
for local churches and the Committee urges all pastors to follow its suggestions. 

Despite the chaotic world conditions, all missions of the United Lutheran Church 
are prospering. The solidarity of the republics of the western hemisphere, heightened 
by the European war, has increased our mission possibilities in South America. Our 
- China mission has profited by more friendly relations of that nation with the United 
States growing out of democratic sympathies. Our mission in Liberia, Africa, has 
shown new life. The transfer of administrative powers from American to Japanese 
hands has created problems, but it is believed that even this radical change will serve 
to accelerate rather than retard the ultimate work of evangelization in Japan. 

Congregations and societies seeking special objectives for foreign mission giving 
are referred to the new ‘Parish Abroad’’ booklet published in October, 1940, by the 
department of special gifts of thé Board of Foreign Missions of our Church.

Pastor A. E. Birch presented the 
Report of Committee on Church Music 


The Committee on Church Music is alive and well informed on its subject; it 
finds that the church music needs of our parishes are increasing in greater proportion 
than the information and solution of such problems. Requests come for assistance from 
a surprising number of churches; some of which we can aid, others not. Our greatest 
difficulty is yet, the lack of sympathy and understanding on the part of leadership as 
represented by laymen and in many cases, pastors. _ 


We need no longer make the apology that there are no helps available for use in 
improving the worship and music of a church. We may have to apologize for not 
using them; but there are many helps brought forward in the last few years. 

1. The growth of the choir festival idea has brought many higher standards to 
the fore. Occasions are available in Wisconsin and at least one (that we know of) in 
Minneapolis. Choirs, we notice, cooperate in proportion to the interest of pastor and 
choir master. The latter, in many cases, being the crux (yes, the cross) of the matter. 

2. Records of the Common Service are available from the United Lutheran Pub- 
lishing House; should be played for each choir at least once a month. 

3. Sursum Corda is the printed word available and recommended. Now in its 
third year, it is enthusiastically endorsed by the Music Committee of the United Lutheran 
Church. 

4. The Chairman of Synod’s Music Committee is also a member of the Com- 
mittee of Church Music of the United Lutheran Church and attended its meeting in 
Philadelphia June 25th, 1941. He hopes by this additional contact to work increas- 
ingly for the steady improvement of our music 


5. Correspondence and assistance may be gained, of course, from any of the com- 
mittee’s Write freely.

Your Committee observed the 1940 theme of the Parish and Church School Board 
‘“Teach All’’ and prepared and distributed a 26-page handbook to aid pastors in meet- 
ing the problems of a parish-wide educational program. It was given a cordial Synod- 
wide and generous national recognition. The theme for 1941 is ‘‘Increase and Improve." 
Packets of helpful literature were sent to each pastor in May. Board objectives were — 
presented at Synod, conferefices, summer schools, and pastoral meetings. Children of 
the church officers were appointed and their programs promoted. Interest in the Synod’s 
Jubilee among children and youth was stimulated in a handwork project program. Sec- 
retary Arthur Getz toured our territory presenting a leadership educational program, 
reaching 87 congregations, 80 pastors, 1,825 people in our Synod and serving in addi- 
tion five other synods on our field. Pastor Milton Haker again is making a valuable 
contribution to the Church in preparing “Choosing My Calling.’’ A third unit is in 
the initial steps of preparation and will deal with marriage, sex questions of youth, 
etc. Our summer camp programs in three conferences report fine faculties, splendid 
attendances and growing interest in the missionary, educational and devotional interests 
of the Church's program. The Central conference this year is conducting two camps 
serving a junior group (ages 12 to 15) and a senior (ages 16 and up). | 

A condensed summary of the year’s activities include the following items: Rep- 
resentation (September, 1940, June, 1941,) at the Chicago regional meeting, includ- 
ing the Children of the Church secretary, Mrs. L. B. Goodrich, and Pastor G. B. 
McCreary, the latter showing Synod’s jubilee sound film; conference Sunday school 
_ sessions, conference publications, and conference sessions of pastors stressing ‘‘Educa- 

tion’; Parish School Magazine subscriptions 278; Vacation Bible School (one enroll - 
ing 450 with 52 teachers and officers); leadership training school, regional institutes; 
publication of educational news in the Synodical bulletin; and a growing number of 
pastors using methods of visual education. 


Objectives adopted by the Committee at Chicago: _ 
1. Arrange itinerary of Secretary E. S. Spees, young people’s work (1941-1942). 
2. Promotion of parish education month (September). 


3. Improvement of leadership. 
4. Urge appointment of a woman on Synodical committee.

After the afternoon service, the Pre-Lenten Retreat closed with a banquet at the 
Seminary in honor of Dr. Mary Markley, attended by the pastors and their wives. 


The Fifty-firss Annual Convention of the Central Conference was held-in St. 
Mark’s Lutheran Church, North St. Paul, Minnesota, on May 13-14, 1941. Rev. E. J. 
Wackernagel, president of the conference, preacl.ed the sermon on the theme, ‘Our 
Pilgrimage,’’ taking for his text Phillipians 3:20-21. 

The matter of conference taking action on the paper given by Pastor Motz-kus was 
discussed. A motion was passed requesting the Executive Committee of Synod to 
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supply all pastors with mimeographed copies of the three papers read at the various 
conferences on the ‘‘Doctrine of the Recall.’’ 


In the evening Rev. J. F. Marlatte preached an inspiring sermon on ‘The Pas- 
tor’s Opportunity in This Day of Crisis."’ Rev. M. A. Haker read an interesting paper 
on the “Rural Church’’ and Rev. Geo. Holmquist presented half an hour of Bible 
Study. Dr. P. Huffman was appointed to succeed Pastor C. P. Smith as member of 
the Choral Union Committee. 


Wisconsin Conference | 
Conference was held at First Church, West Allis, Wisconsin, the Rev. C. A. 
Miley, pastor, on September 30 and October 1, 1940. Rev. William Niebling preached 
the Communion Sermon on the theme, ‘‘What Lack I Yet?’’ Papers were presented by 
the following: Rev. Clemens Zeidler, ‘“The Pastor and His Call,’’ Prof. E. Huffman, 
D.D., on ““The Pastor in His TT and Rev. H. C. Rex on “‘The Pastor and His

A motion to take action on ‘‘The Pastor's Recall’” matter referred to us by 
Synod was defeated unanimously 
The Pre-Lenten Retreat was held at a Church, Milwaukee, the Rev. Amos 
G. Streich, pastor, on February 10, with Prof. Paul H. Roth the speaker and spir- 
itual guide. 


‘The Wisconsin conference met at Appleton, Wisconsin, May 12-13, I941, at 
Trinity English Lutheran Church, C. Zeidler, Pastor Loci. The Rev. H. Saeger 
preached the opening sermon. Thirty-eight pastors and eight laymen were present. 

A paper was presented on the new plan for Ministerial Pensions and Relief. A 
motion prevailed to have the president appoint a committee to take this whole matter 
of pensions under advisement and bring in findings to this body from time to time. 
| Pastor H. Motz-kus presented a paper on the subject, “The Lutheran Doctrine of 
the Call."’ Rev. R. Doering preached at the Vesper Service on Christian Education. 

Pastor C. H. Zeidler presented a paper on the pastor's recall. The Rev. A. H. 
Goetz, secretary of the Parish and Church School Board of the U. L. C. A., con 
ducted a very interesting and spirited clinic on Christian Education in the Parish. 

The Mr. H. G. Olson was re-elected lay member of the Synodical Executive Com- 
mittee. It was decided that the pre-Lenten Retreat be held at Nativity Church, Mil- 
waukee, in 1942. 


Western Conference 


The 47th Convention of the Western Conference was held at Great Falls, Mon-- 
tana, on September 3, 4, 5, 1940. Mr. R. E. Lee of Fargo was elected to the Execu- 
tive Committee of Synod. The Conference sent greetings to Pastor W. H. Gable on the 
35th anniversary of his ordination 

Papers were presented by Pastors Bakken and eid the discussion being led 
by Dr. R. H. Gerberding. After the discussion a motion was made and passed that 
the Western Conference approve recommendation No. 3 in the President's report to 
Synod. | 

The Pre-Lenten Retreat was held in Fargo February 18 and 19. Dr. P. H. Roth 
and Dr. Gerberding presenting a Bible study and sermon, respectively. Pastors of the 
western section of Conference reported upon work in progress for another Bible camp 
to be conducted at Livingston, Montana, the week of July 6, 1941.

The Report of the Stewardship Committee 


Your committee has held three meetings during the year. It has felt that so much 
of its work has been the same as that of the committee on Synod’s jubilee that more 
meetings were superfluous this anniversary year. Its sub-committees, however, have 
not been idle as the following activities reveal. 


1. Every member visitation. The leaflet, ‘‘Know Your Church,’’ was distrib- 
uted in 20,000 copies. Arrangements were made for the presentation of stewardship by 
laymen in 24 congregations prior to the annual visitation. Seventy congregations have 
reported the results indicating a probable increase of $10,000 in the Synod’s benevo- 
lences through 1941 above the previous year’s. For some unaccounted reason, the cur- 
rent expense pledges have decreased as indicated in the reports of 53 congregations. 


2. Church debts. The department charged with the reduction of church debts 
was authorized to make a special study of the indebtedness situation in all congrega- 
tions of the Synod. It reports most of the congregations actively engaged in debt 
reduction. | 


3. Sunday school committee. A special pamphlet was distributed in the Sunday 
schools and the every member visitation was encouraged with the result that the Sun- 
day school income is considerably above that of previous years. | 


4. Evangelism. This committee cooperated with the board of social missions of 
the Church. Its accomplishments may be indicated by the fact that 1/5 of the congre- 
gations of the U.L.C.A. who received over 100 members in 1940 were members of 
the Northwest Synod. Three of the six whose accessions were more than 200 were ours. 


- 5. Family altar. The devotional booklet continues to grow in attractiveness 
and popular use. 722,700 copies were issued during the year ending Sept. 1, 1941. 
There are 638 standing orders from congregations in all parts of the Church for a total 
of 55,444. The wrapping and shipping of the booklet employs eight seminary stu- 
dents, aiding them to the extent of $100 a year. 


6. Monthly letters. Letters to pastors, the congregational secretaries, and secre- 
taries of benevolence for presentation to church councils were prepared and sent out 
every month throughout the year. Their value as stimulants of active interest in 
church life and benevolence is appreciated in many quarters. 


7. Other activities. The committee constituted itself a special committee for the 
promotion of the circulation of ““The Lutheran.’’ Its work resulted in an increase of 


approximately 14% in the number of subscribers. It offered itself to the National 


Lutheran Council for promotion of the Lutheran world action solicitation and helped 
promote it as well as the service men’s division's. :

Your Committee on Church Architecture serves in an advisory capacity when- 
ever called upon by the pastors of our Synod. This year has not been marked by any 
great building activity.

Your committee on the work of state Luther Leagues in our Synod _ to report 
as follows: | 


Minnesota State Lillis League 


The Minnesota State. Luther League has shown an increase in andeicinal growth 
during the past year. More leaguers are reading the Bible daily and more young people 
are entering into the discussions on youth problems and Christian living. 


Although the state league membership has remained essentially the same as last 
year, the progress in spiritual lines has been quite pronounced. We are planning to have 
at least one joint meeting of our Lutheran youth which will represent the different 
synods in and around the Twin Cities. We feel that this will be an important step 
towards Lutheran unity among our youth. Our quota of $115.00 for the Liberia 
mission project was fulfilled last year and this year we have pledged $150 to the sup- 
port of our new South End Mission located in Fargo, N. D. At the present writing 
about one-half of this sum has been raised. One new league has been admitted into — 
our State League during the past year. May God grant His richest blessings on the 
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work of our Lutheran youth throughout the coming year, and may we always remain 
steadfast in His teachings. 


Montana State Luther League 


Miss Helen Robertson, President, Montana State Luther League writes: 

The past year has been a most successful one in our Montana congregations. Active 
Luther Leagues are reported at Livingston, Billings, Rocky Boy, Columbus and Great 
Falls. Luther League literature is being used by several leagues; in others a varied pro- 
gram is followed. 75 young people were in attendance at the youth rally held in 
Billings in the fall. Plans for a Montana State League were considered and officers 
were elected pending formal organization in 1941 at the annual Bible camp. The State 
League will have an estimated membership of five leagues and 80 members. 

The Montana Luther Leagues again sponsored a successful Bible camp at Templed 
Hills near Yellowstone Park. 70 young people and adults were in attendance. 

Few of our leagues are as yet affiliated with the Luther League of America. How- 
ever, the Billings league reports $5.00 remitted to National Luther League treasurer. 
With formal organization in 1941 of a state league a larger contribution to the 
program of the Luther League of America may be anticipated. 


‘Wisconsin State Luther League 


‘The Wisconsin State Luther League has enjoyed a fine year under the leader- 
ship of George T. Jacobsen, of Milwaukee, and Glen Cartwright, of Kenosha. 

A President's conference was held in Reformation Church, Milwaukee, in the 
spring of 1940 and most of the Luther Leagues of the State were represented. The 
entire program of the Luther League was discussed in all its phases. The annual con- 
vention was held in Incarnation Church, Milwaukee, November 7-9, combining the 
features of the Youth Conference with the business and inspirational sessions of the 
convention. Among the leaders of the national Luther League present were the Rev. 
Wm. Ducker, Promotional Secretary for Intermediates, and Gerald Powers, President 
of the Illinois Luther League and a member of the Executive Committee. 

Important accomplishments for the year were the over-subscription to the mis- 
sionary quota for the erection of a Boys’ School in Liberia, Africa. The quota for 
Wisconsin was $80.00, which was exceeded by approximately $95.00. Forty-eight 
Common Service Books, bound in red, have recently been placed in the chapel of the 
Northwestern Seminary. One hundred fifty dollars will be presented to the committee 
on Lutheran World Action at the time of the fall convention this November. 

A State paper entitled The Youth Herald is published and widely circulated. 
Things are looking up among the young people in Wisconsin and more and more 
pastors are helping to promote this official youth program for our young people.

_ Report of the Committee on Cooperation with the 
Women's Missionary Society 


Organized Missionary work by the women of the Synod was begun when the . 
Central Conference Women’s Missionary Society was begun in 1905 at Salem church > 
with six churches represented. The Wisconsin Conference society was organized in 
1910 with thirteen churches represented. In 1917 the Western Conference saw six 
societies organized. 

These three groups were brought together into a synodical society with the adop- 
tion of a constitution in 1922 and the formal reception of the synodical society by the 
Women’s Missionary Society of the United Lutheran Church at its convention at 
Salisbury in 1924. 

In 1924 the synodical society reported : Sixty-four women’s societies with 2,381 
members; 10 young women’s societies with 193 members; 25 Light eatin: with 993 
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members, and total receipts of $4,035.73. For the year ending in 1941 the report is: 
One hundred eighteen women’s societies in 88 congregations; total membership 2, 671; 
total receipts $16,587.27. 


Synodical specials have been the support of two missionaries, Faith s denen in 
Japan, and in succession, Amy Thoren in Japan, Florence Buckner at Rocky Boy, and 
at present a home missionary in the Canadian Northwest. 


This historical matter shows the loyalty and devotion of the women’s missionary 
societies to the Church at large. A similar helpfulness is evident in each parish where 
the women are organized into a missionary group. God has richly blessed and multi- 
plied their work, prayer and offerings. Let us give thanks to God for this blessing. 
Let us continue to encourage the women’s missionary work in the congregation, tne

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Women's Missionary Society 
of the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest 


The ninth biennial convention of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod 
of the Northwest was held jointly with those of the Western conference groups ‘‘A’’ 
and “‘B” in St. Mark’s Church in Fargo, N. D., on September 21, 22 and 23, 1941. 
This is the first time that the synodical society has ever met as far west as Fargo; the 
first time that it ever met with the Western conference groups; and the first time that 
it ever met in any joint sessions with Synod. The occasion was the fiftieth anniversary 
of the Synod of the Northwest. The Women’s Missionary Society was host to Synod 
at the Golden Jubilee banquet at which the speakers were Dr. W. H. Greever, secretary 
of the United Lutheran Church in America, and Miss Lilith Schwab, missionary on 
oma from India. The society partook of the Lord’s Supper at a joint service with 

ynod 

‘The convention theme was ‘God Is Our Refuge and Strength’’ (Psalm 46:1), 
| and was developed through devotions by Mrs. A. M. Malmberg of Janesville, Wis. 

Reports showed an active membership of 2,671 with 152 associate members and 
118 congregational societies, which is an increase of 211 active members and an 
increase of 2 societies. The treasurer's report showed receipts for the biennium were 
$30,818.22. During the biennium the society’s membership increased 8.8 per cent 
while its giving increased 10.9 per cent. 

During the biennium the society experienced four major honees in its physical 
set-up. First, the promotion of the ‘‘Children of the Church’’ was taken over by 
the parish and church school board, and secondly, there ceased to be a separate group 
known as the Young Women’s Missionary Society. From now on we go forward as 
a unjt——-young women and not so young—as we strive to make possible God's King- 
dom here on earth. 

The third change was that after the general convention in Des Molec in 1940, 
there ceased to be a visitation department, but the work of this department was incor- 
porated into a far more comprehensive program to be known as the ‘‘Extension De- 
partment.’’ The fourth change was that for the past year our synodical society has 
had no member on the executive board of our general society. Due to these changes, 
and because of the new constitution of the general society adopted at Des Moines, the 
synodical society voted to adopt the amended revised constitution submitted by the 
constitution committee. 

Other recommendations of the convention were: 

ee the society assume for the next biennium: 

The support of a missionary pastor in the Cencilien Northwest to the extent 
of $720. 

b. The full support of Faith Lippard of Japan, even though circumstances re- 
quire her to be in the United States temporarily. 

(These two projects are to be known as the “‘Synodical Special.’’) | | 

That the balance in the scholarship fund for Eunice Mitchell of Rocky Boy be 
supplemented to pay for a station wagon for Rocky Boy. 


That whereas the world today stands in need of prayer, both individually and 
corporate and whereas the executive board of the general society has set aside the first 
full week in Lent as the ‘‘Week of Prayer,’’ each nngragntionet society observe with 
daily services, the week of prayer. 

That in a world “shaken to its foundations’ and at a time when the faith of the 
church is being tested because of a chaotic world order, we remain conscious of the 
purpose of our organization and show our faith in its on-going program by contin- 
uing to promote ‘‘now more than ever’ the work of the church for which we are 


responsible.

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The Children of the Church, S ynod of the Northwest 
September, 1941 


The Children of the Church program is now a part of the work of the parish and 
church school board. In January, 1941, your chairman, Rev. Fedders, was asked to 
appoint a secretary and a treasurer to promote the program in this Synod. The follow- 
ing secretaries were appointed for the year: Mrs. Louis B. Goodrich, Milwaukee, syn- 
odical secretary; Mr. J. K. Jensen, Janesville, Wis., treasurer. Since our synod is so 
large, conference secretaries were also appointed. These are: Mrs. W. P. Gerberding, 
567 Bidwell Av., St. Paul, Minn., for Central ‘Conference; Western A——Mrs. Fred 
[hlenfeld, 1104 5th St. N., Fargo, N. D.; Western B—NMrs. Fred Espeseth, 1254 N. 
mse St., Billings, Mont.; Wisconsin—Mrs. Earl F. Wood, 519 69th St., Kenosha, 

isconsin. 


Every pastor in the synod hes been contacted by both conference secretaries and 
the parish and church school board office in regard to the Children of the Church. 
Some have responded by introducing the program into week day religious schools or 


vacation Bible schools. Statistical blanks went out in May to all churches known to 


have groups; however, not all leaders returned the blanks, for 20 groups were not 
heard from this year. So our report is not a true picture of the work accomplished in 
the past year. Our report from the parish and church school board also showed that 
a great many leaders were negligent about reporting. If any of you still have a report 
blank not returned, properly filled out, let us hear from you. 


Thirty-two churches reported having Children of the Church groups. A total of 
1,465 children and 135 adult leaders attended meetings held regularly during the 
entire year. 1,488 children attended vacation Bible schools in which the Children of 
the Church program was used. Only one-third of the churches in our synod are making 
it possible for their children to enrich their religious lives through this wonderful 
program. Only one-third of our churches are’concerned that so little time is given to 
building Christian lives for church membership. 


Mr. Jensen will report, no doubt, on the amount our groups contributed to 
Children of the Church objectives. These objectives include former Junior Luther 
League and Light Brigade responsibilities. 


There is but one special offering taken during the year. This is the festival offer- 
ing. This year our festivals will be held during the week November 2 to 9. The 
festival program will center around the one hundredth anniversary of our work in 
India. In the larger cities the groups hold festival rallies. Where this is not feasible, we 
urge local churches to hold separate festivals using the regular festival program just 


the same. Every Children of the Church leader has been sent a festival program includ-_ 


ing the pageant, “‘One Hundred Years in India.” 
Make your festival plans well in advance of the dates November 2-9. We want 
this to be a banner year in festivals. 


Your synodical secretary was happy to have the privilege of attending tHe regional 


conference of the parish and church school board held in Chicago in June. Ten synods 
were represented and secretaries of the board were also present. The inspiration and 
information received at this conference were of untold value. Mrs. Fenner, who has 
the Children of the Church program as her special secretarial duty, held a separate 
conference with Children of the Church representatives. From comments from the 
floor, especially during the discussion periods, the program is being enthusiastically 
received in all sections of the country. Pastors are hailing it as the answer: to the 
problem of how and when to afford more religious education for our children up to 
‘confirmation age. Our Lutheran Church has a fine educational program, and the 
Children of the Church plays a large part in it. We urge you, pastors, to study the 
units offered for beginners, primary and juniors. You will find them displayed on the 
literature tables. Do not miss this opportunity to give your children more training 
for church membership. 

Our Synod is celebrating its fiftieth anniversary. It has pioneered in religious elnc- 
tion in the Northwest. Our children deserve the best religious training the church can 


offer. Make Northwest Synod a pioneer in that 100 per cent of its churches will use 


the Children of the Church Programs in 1942!
